COMMUNICATION 

The claims of the subject patent application are submitted in response to a 
restriction requirement in the co-pending parent application: Unites States Patent Application 
Number 10/024,862. In the parent application, claims reciting an apparatus for seaming a can 
end to a can body were submitted as claims 42-51, but were withdrawn in response to a 
restriction requirement. 

Claims 1-10 of the present application recite similar but not identical subject 
matter to claims 42-51, respectively, of the parent application. For example, independent 
claim 42 recited "said lower wall inclined between about 20° and about 60° with respect to a 
central axis of said chuck," which does not appear in new claim 1. Also, new claim 1 recites 
"said lower wall inclined away from said upper wall so as to form a driving surface 
therebetween, said driving surface subtending an angle of between about 120° and 150°/' 
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which text does not appear in claim 42. Claims 5 and 46 have similar mutually 
distinguishing text. 

The subtended angle range recited in the claims is supported by the disclosure of 
angle B of about 30° and 60°. The subtended angle, using the embodiment in which the 
upper wall of the chuck is cylindrical for illustration, is merely 180° minus B. Accordingly, 
Applicants submit that the pending claims are fully supported by the specification. Favorable 
consideration of the claims is requested.
